First Lesson Exodus 15:1-11 

Then Moses and the Israelites sang this song to the LORD: "I will sing to the LORD, for he is 
highly exalted.

The best of Pharaoh's officers are drowned in the 
Red Sea. 5 The deep waters have covered them; they sank to the depths like a stone. 6 "Your 
right hand, O LORD, was majestic in power.

Second Lesson 1 Corinthians 15:1-11 

Now, brothers, I want to remind you of the gospel I preached to you, which you received 
and on which you have taken your stand . 2 By this gospel you are saved, if you hold firmly to 
the word I preached to you. Otherwise, you have believed in vain . 3 For what I received I 
passed on to you as of first importance: that Christ died for our sins according to the 
Scriptures , 4 that he was buried, that he was raised on the third day according to the 
Scriptures , 5 and that he appeared to Peter, and then to the Twelve . 6 After that, he appeared 
to more than five hundred of the brothers at the same time, most of whom are still living, 
though some have fallen asleep . 7 Then he appeared to James, then to all the apostles , 8 and 
last of all he appeared to me also, as to one abnormally born . 9 For I am the least of the 
apostles and do not even deserve to be called an apostle, because I persecuted the church of 
God . 10 But by the grace of God I am what I am, and his grace to me was not without effect. 
No, I worked harder than all of them- yet not I, but the grace of God that was with me . 11 
Whether, then, it was I or they, this is what we preach, and this is what you believed.

Gospel Luke 14:1-12 

On the first day of the week, very early in the morning, the women took the spices they had 
prepared and went to the tomb . 2 They found the stone rolled away from the tomb , 3 but 
when they entered, they did not find the body of the Lord Jesus . 4 While they were 
wondering about this, suddenly two men in clothes that gleamed like lightning stood beside 
them . 5 In their fright the women bowed down with their faces to the ground, but the men 
said to them, "Why do you look for the living among the dead ? 6 He is not here; he has risen! 
Remember how he told you, while he was still with you in Galilee : 7 'The Son of Man must be 
delivered into the hands of sinful men, be crucified and on the third day be raised again. "' 8 
Then they remembered his words . 9 When they came back from the tomb, they told all these 
things to the Eleven and to all the others . 10 It was Mary Magdalene, Joanna, Mary the 
mother of James, and the others with them who told this to the apostles . 11 But they did not 
believe the women, because their words seemed to them like nonsense . 12 Peter, however, 
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got up and ran to the tomb. Bending over , he saw the strips of linen lying by themselves , 
and he went away, wondering to himself what had happened.
